Tho storm which overtook five duck 
and mudhon hunters at Fox Lake 
Friday nearly caused tholr deaths as 
well as tho drownings of rescuers.

Chicagoans hunting In Columbia Bay 
to overturn. Charles Bojeck and 
Carl Huhn ot Inglesldo wont to tho 
rescue but the frantic hunters over- 
turned their light skiffs and all five 
wore struggling In tho water. 

Arthur Franzen and Goo. Kooth, 
fox Lake, and Fred Hamlin of Lako 
Villa rushed to the aid of tho men, 
In tlmo to save them; Huhn had boon 
on tho point of drowning.

Springfield. 111.. October 23,— Secre- 
tary of State William J. Stratton has 
inaugurated a campaign to decrease 
the toll of death In automobile acci- 
dents among the school chlidron of 
the state. 

In a letter to automobile Invosti- 
gators' under his direction he has or- 
dered them to take the message of 
safety into the schools of tho state. 

Working through county and city 
superintendents ot schoola the In- 
vestigators will appear before the 
school children and advise them ot 
the hazards ot tho highways. 

The investigators, schooled In the 
causes of motor vehicle accidents and 
acquainted with the streets and high- 
ways over which tho children travel 
on their way to and from school and 
while at play, will bring export advice 
to the children as to ways and means 
of escaping injury and possible death 
under the wheels ot automobiles. 

Tho Investigators also woro In- 
Btnictod to co-operate with other 
agencies and make oyory possible ef- 
fort to secure hotter observance ot 
th laws of tho road. 

In roltorating his Insistence for bet- 
ter observance ot tho road laws, Mr. 
Stratton said: 

"Recent statistics of the American 
Automobile Association dlscloao that 
31,500 persons lost their lives In the 
United States last year as the roault 
ot motor vehicle accidonts. That la 
an average of ono person killed every 
17 minutes and Is an Increase of 
3,500 over tho previous twelve 
months. 

"Of tho 31.500 deaths In tho coun- 
try,' Illinois contributed 2,017 or ono 
to each 3,000 citizens. 

"Inasmuch as the saturation point 
for, tho purchase of automobile still 
seems a long way off wo may expect 
an increasing number of motor 
vohlclo fatalities unless we compel 
stricter enforcement ot the road laws. 
"With this In mind I am Instruct- 
ing tho automobile Invcatlgatora to

If. after, the hearing, It Is doomed 
desirable the Board ot Local Im- 
provements will adopt a reaolutlou 
therefor and prepare and submit an 
ordinance authorizing the Improve- 
ment.

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NEWSPAPERS AND GOVERNMENT OWNERSHIP 

Tho country nowspapors ot the United States have 
had for many years a apleudUl opportunity to ohBorvo 
the workings of government competttlon with private 
biiBlncfls. Tho Federal government prints onvolopea Hi 
largo or small quantities with return addresses, at 
prices made posalblo only by Us tremondoua purchasing 
power, which no newspaper can possibly meet. 

As a result, each year newspaper plants lost hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars' worth of business which 
would normally come to them were It not for price- 
cutting competition on the part of tho government which 
they help support with their taxes. 

A California publisher tells how the poatmaster of 
hta town wanted tho post offlce raised to a higher class 
BO he would receive a larger salary. To do this he wont 
around to all tho merchants and sold them a year's sup- 
ply of stamped envelopes with thoir return nddreases 
printed In tho corner. In the words of the publisher, 
"This did not raise the efficiency of the local post offlce. 
the Kovornmont lost money by paying more salary, and 
tho local printer lost on not receiving these printing 
orders." 

It Is no wonder that a great majority of the country 
newspapers of the nation, havliia felt tho bite of gov- 
ernment competition, are Irrevocably opposed to "polltl- 
cally-owned" and operated Industries.

Dr. Julius Klein, ABslstont Secretary of Commerce 
and a well known oconomlat, recently predicted that by 
tho end of October' general buBlueas coudltlons would 
bo improved and that by tho end of tho year levola 
Bhould roach tho 192S Btnndard. This forecast Is support- 
ed by other Industrial and governmental authorities.

By doing 
so they will get full advantage of temporary low price 
levels and— «f greater Importance— will stimulate em- 
ployment and Industrial development, thereby benofltlng 

the entire nation.

FIVE MILES BACK 

"... Five miles back from our main state high- 
ways, who knows what conditions ho will nnd?" naka 
Governor Uoosovelt of New York. "There the highways 
are poor and hawirdous. ossentlnlly In the aame condl- 
tlon as In tho time of our grandfathers," 

This Is not an exaggerated statement. In all parts 
of the country magnificent, fast trunk highways go from 
city to city, from state to state. But a few mtloe away 
farmers aro attempting the Imposalble Usk 
of employing motor transportation for their com- 
modities and themselves on roads that wore unsat- 
isfactory even In the horse-and-wagon days. Ab a re- 
Bult, for many months of the year an Impasaablo barrier 
of mud stands between thorn and their markets and 
tho outside world. 

Hero Is one of the main causes ot farm doproaslon. 
In the past two or three decades there hus been a revo- 
lution in Industry one of whose major effects 
has been the motorization of transportation. Indus- 
trial prosperity has as one of Its cornerstones quick, ef- 
ficient and economical transportation of goods over 
paved highways. 

We will not have ogrlcultural prosperity until farm- 
ing areas are given tho same advantage — until. In short, 
they are provided with yoar-around. water-proof aur- 
facod roads that ore not seriously aftectod by weather. 
It Is significant that many of our loading "farm re- 
lievers" aro turning their attention to this problem.

'my property when I am older.** 

It Is a curious point of view that 
,many otherwise sensible people take 
; that mention of making a will always 
|Buggesta the thought of Immediate 
jand sudden death. Just as If the Idea 
;of getting one's house Insured would 
of Itself make a fire more ImmlnenL 
; Every man, even If he owns only a 
; yellow dog, should decide upon the 
[ proper disposal of his property by 
making r wIU. There Is no formality 
' about such an act. 

Life la a very uncertain thing. For 
■ all we know, there Is an automobile 
slipping around the comer ready to 
run over us while we are looking in 
the other direction. Accidents and 
disease give little or no warning to 
anyone of us. and the Inw If left to Its 
own devices does some very strange 
things to one's earthly possessions. 
The train I was on between Minne- 
apolis and Chicago lust week ran over 
a man and killed him. I wondered If 
he hnd a will. 

Ferguson was considered a very 
good lawyer. He had made scores of 
wlUs for other people, and he had 
urged upon many others of his clients 
the wisdom of making a will. lie was 
u married man with nu children, nnd 
in very moderate circumstances. He 
had always Intended that his wife, 
when he died, should have all tlmt 
he possessed, as she, by all rights, 
should have hiid, for she bad carried 
her half of tbe duutestlc load for 
twenty-flve years or more. But Fer- 
guson nuide no wUI ; he Just meant 
to do so. rils wife received only u 
part of his estutc. the rest going to 
relatives whom Ferguson had never 
seen, and for whom he did not care 
a pleiiyune. As it wns, the wife was 
left with n very meager and Inade- 
quate Income, as her husband never 
Intended should happen. 

Whoever makes a will should go to 
a lawyer to hnve It done, A great 
many contingencies may arise which 
the Inexperienced may not foresee. 
Sixty tiiousnnd dollars are tied up In 
the estate of n man I knew just be- 
cause In his will )iu did not any tbe 
thing he intended to sny. lOven an 
ordinary lawyer would have told him 
that, and have saved his funill; In- 
finite embarrassment. 

"I'm too young," I hear a good 
many people say, "to make a \^IJ. 
What I would do now, twenty-fivt? 
years from now I might not want 10 
do at all." Well, It Is quite pos8lblk> 
to chnnge n will and quite easy. If 
you don't make ono somebody niuy 
have a lot of trouble In deciding Jusi 
-what to do with the thousand and 
one things which a man leaves behind 
klm when he dies.

Is heredity moro Important than 
environment? Those of you who are 
college graduatefl or even recent 
high school graduates can appreciate 
this question. In psychology or In 
sociology, this quostlon Is one of the 
most debated and hotly dlncusacd of 
any. There Is so much that con be 
said for both sides, 

Many people will say that a child's 
behavior Is highly Influenced by his 
Inheritance. Eminent studenta of 
ougenica tolls us that, "children In- 
herit from their parents and grand- 
parents, temper, conaclouanoss, shy- 
ness, and ability just as they inherit 
their stature, form and standing." 
Many parents like to believe this 
statement, but In moat cases the child 
Is only patterning after the parents, 
when he so behaves. People, as a 
rule, often fall to discriminate be- 
tween heredity and environment. ■ 
TJie child does Inherit physical 
characteristics and Intelligence, but 
ita characteristics ot behavior are not 
Inherited— they are acquired from 
tho environment. However, he Inher- 
its certain material that under cer- 
tain conditions will produce a partic- 
ular characteristic; or, as wo aay, he 
inherits the tendency to a character- 
istic, such aa temper. 

Intelligence really la Inherited and 
not created by the home, school, or 
college. Writers, through research, 
tell us that It parents are Intelligent 
and have a high "I, Q." or Intel- 
ligence quotient their children will 
possess this mental brilliance. But— 
It tho brains ot the parenU are lack- 
ing-pity the child! 

Yet there la such a thing as culti- 
vating and directing what Intelligence 
a child haa. If his mental capacity la 
limited, give him things to learn 
gradually, and Instead ot cluttering 
up his mind with trivial knowledge, 
let him learn less, but more thorough- 
ly, so that when he attains hla man- 
hood, ho may mako a success of the 
ono thing which he chooses as hla 
wage-earning occupation. 

Do not force on a child tho con- 
sciousness that ho Is "dumb". . He 
will soon learn .his limitations. Rath- 
er, let him take pride In something in 
which he can excell. Conversely, a 
bTllIlant child should be taught that 
his mental superiority Is something 
to cherish and use tor the benefit ot 
others as well as himself, not an ac- 
complishment to fiaunt boastfully be- 
fore his moro unfortunate brothers.

Now thnt a Btandard code of lawa for 
Contract BridRC hao been approved 
and adopted by The Whist Club of 
New York, the Knickerbocker ^^'hist 
Club, the Racquet and Tennis Cub of 
New York, The Cavendish Club of 
New York, and the American Whist 
VieaBue, it is certain that these laws 
Vill De adhered to by informed players. 
In short, the new laws are the same 
M those Roverning Auction Bridfje, ex- 
cept in the Bcorinp, for which these arc 
the authoriicd rules (summariicd); 

TRICK VALUES 

The suits are valued as follows: No 
Trump 35; Spades 30; Hearts 30; Dia 
monds 20; Clubs 20. This is called the 
Vandcrbilt count, after its originator, 
Harold S. Vandcrbilt. In the bidding, 
however, the suits rank the same as in 
Auction: that is, Diamonds take pre- 
cedence over Clubs, and Spades over 
Hearts. 

HONORS 

Honors are scored only when held four 
or five in one hand. In a suit bid 4 
honors in one hand count 100 points 
in the honor-score; 5 in one hand count 
150. In No Trump, 4 Aces in one hand 
count 150. 

GAMES 

Game is 100 trick points. Thus each 
niit requires the same number of tricks 
(or game as in Auction Bridi^e. The 
only difference is that the Diamond 
Buit is demoted to an equality with the 
Club suit as a game scorer from an 
advanced score. For example, the scor- 
ing of three Diamonds, 21 points, at 
Auction Bridge, puts a player in posi- 
tion to go game on the next deal by 
making only one trick at Spades or 
No Trump, whereas two additional 
tricks are required for game after scor- 
ing three Clubs (18 points). In Con- 
tract, two additional tricks in any suit 
or No Trump are also required to go 
game in Diamonds after scoring three 
tricks in that suit (60 points). 

Orily tricks bid and made are scored 
below the line on game. If a Declarer 
bid one Spade and make four, his score 
toward game would be only 30. Tricks 
over contract, however, are awarded a 
premium (bonus) in the honor column. 
Tricks under contract are pcnaliied. 

RUBBERS* 

Rubber, as in Auction Bridge, consists 
of two games won by the same side. 
The winners of the first game of a 
rubber (either side) score no premium. 
u in Auction Bridge. The winners of 
the second game of a rubber (two-game 
rubber only) score a premium of /OO 
points. The winners of the last game 
of a three-game rubber score a premium 
of 500 points. Thus for the fint time a 
difference is recognised and rewarded 
between a pair winning n rubber in two 
games and a pair winning a rubber in 
three games. 

VULNERABLE 

After a side wins one game it becomes 
"Vulnerable", and from then on is 
■ubject to much greater penalties for 
failure to make its bids. These penal- 
ties, however, are offset by greater 
premiums for winning. When both 
wdca have won a game both become 
"Vulnerable", and from then on the 
rubber game is an exciting battle. 

SLAMS 

No premium is scored for any Slam 
made when it has not been bid. When 
bid and made, if Declarer is Not 
Vulnerable, a Little Slam scorca 500 
points in the honor-score. If Declarer 
IS Vulnerable, Little Slam bid and 
made scores 750 points. Grand Slam, 
bid and made, Declarer Not Vulnera- 



ble, scores 1000 points. With Declarer 
Vulnerable, Grand Slam wins 1500 
points. Doubling and redoubling do 
not alter Slam premiums. 

CONTRACT PREMIUMS and 

PENALTIES 

Declarer scores no premium for making 
an undoublcd contract. He scores Ijelow 
the line only the number of tricks bid; 
but for eacn trick he makes over con- 
tract he scores 50 points in the honor- 
score, whether or not he is Vulnerable. 

If adversaries set the Declarer, the 
score 50 points premium for eac 



:h 



undertrick if Declarer Is Not Vulnera- 
ble. If Declarer is Vulnerable, the first 
undertrick scores 100 points premium 
for ndversarica; each subsequent under- 
trick, 200 iwints. 

DOUBLES 

Doubling doubles the trick valuei 
scored below the line. 

For making a doubled contract. 
Declarer wins a premium of 50 points 
if he is Not Vulnerable, and 100 points 
for each trick over contract. If Vul- 
nerable, these scores arc 100 and 200 
points, respectively. 

For unclertricka on a doubled con- 
tract, the adversaries score as follows: 
If Declarer ia Not 'Vulnerable, 100 
points per trick for first two tricks; 200 
points per trick for third and fourth 
tricks; 400 points per trick for sub- 
sequent tricks. If Declarer is Vulnera- 
ble, adversaries score 200 points for 
first undertrick; 400 points per trick 
for subsequent tricks. 

REDOUBLES 

Redoubling doubles the doubled trick 
values, premiums and penalties. Doub- 
ling and redoubling do not affect the 
premiums for games, Slams and honors, 
or ti,e penalty points for second and 
subsequent rcvolces. 

REVOKE PENALTIES 

The revoke penalty for either side Is 
the loss of two tricks for any player's 
first revoke. 100 points additional 
penalty for each subsequent revoke. 



These brief rules will give the reader 
some idea of the game. To be successful 
in Contract, one's hand must be in- 
telligently read and understood. Ultra- 
conservatism is penalized as severely 
as rashness. The partner must under- 
stand the principle of expected help 
and better than expected help. It is 
important to raise a partner's bid as 
high as one's hand justifies at the first 
opportunity, whetlier or not interven- 
ing player has bid, as one scores toward 
game only the tricks bid. 

l^ck of opposition is not a signal for 
cessation of bidding^ but rather a 
demand for keen reading of the cards. 
If game is possible it must be bid. The 
incentive for game contract is the lai^c 
premium for rubber, especially if made 
in two games. , 

As a rule, a take-out from weakness 
should be avoided, as it offers little 
chance for game, and may be misread 
by partner. . 

The double is very im^rtant in 
contract and much used. It is interMt- 
ing to note that this factor causes what 
would be a very poor and uninteresting 
hand in Auction Bridge to assume much 
more value and interest in Contract. 
Every hand is bid to the utmost, often 
slightly overbid, placing too much 
trust in luck in the hope of winning a 
big premium. Thus a poor hand ofteri 
is able to take an unexpected tnck and 
set the opponents.

Pont Agricultural staff, advises form- 
ers who are facing a feed ebortago to 
Immediately get In touch with their 
county agents or state collcgea rela- 
tive to construction of emergency 
silos. Based on a surrey of conditions, 
Mr. Livingston's belief la that trench 
silos win be especially beneficial to 
dairymen, cattle raisers and farmers 
In general In Missouri, Kansas, 
Nebraska, Arkansas, Oklahoma, Texas. 
Wisconsin, Michigan, Illinois, Ken- 
tucky and Louisiana. 

Trench silos as means of drought 
relief are being advocated by the Mis- 
souri Oollege of Agriculture and some 
other agricultural Institutions. Their 
construction and operation are de- 
scribed In extension circulars pre- 
pared by the Colorado State College 
of Agriculture, the North Dakota Agri- 
cultural College, the University of 



MlnneBota and the UnlverBlty of Mis- 
souri. 

In many localities water holes or 
earth tanks are being excavated with 
ditching dynamite for the purpose of 
storing water for dairy herds, beef 
cattle, sheep, hogs and horses. Where 
wells have gone dry and may remain 
10 for a prolonged period, these reser- 
voirs are being used to catch the mn- 
off of rain or to Impound water from 
springs and small streams. 

Special methods ot blasting to save 
time and reduce coata have been de* 
Toloped by Du Pont agricultural en- 
ginoera. As a result, one afternoon's 
work with explofllres does more than 
a gang of men with teams and scrap- 
ers can do in a week or longer. 

Although dynamite has long been 
uaed In making drainage ditches and 
for flood control, the explosive Is now 
finding Its first uses In an agricul- 
tural crisis caused by an exceptional 
drought.
